House Saturday m orning in the hope 
that a way may be found for settle­ 
ment of the nation-wide coal strike, 
now in its 13th week. 
Representatives of both the bitum­ 
inous and anthracite field have been 
invited. 
The 
presidential 
invitation 
was 
promptly accepted by John L. Lewis, 
president of the United Mine W ork­ 
ers, in behalf of the strike move. 


Washington, June 28.—Government 
seizure and operation 
of 
the 
coal 
mines for at least a year is provided 
in a resolution introduced in the house 
today by R epresentative 
Burke, 
of 
Pennsylvania, a union labor leader. 
The resolution authorizes and di­ 
rects the president to take over and 
operate the mines for a year or so 
long thereafter as he sees fit. 
Immdiate and drastic action by the 
federal government in the event, of a 
strike of the 1,000,000 rail workers on 
July I is probable, it was learned from 
high authority. 
President H arding is determined to 
uphold the railroad labor board in 
w hatever action it takes against, the 
railroad workers or the railroads. 
Its 
decisions are to be enforced with all 
the power at the federal governm ent’s 
command.

McHarg, of Jam estown, who m any be­ 
lieve was induced to enter the ruce by 
enemies of McCumber within the re­ 
publican ranks. 


One of these three will be nom inat­ 
ed for United States senator, and it 
is said the republican nominees are 
always elected. 


As to congressm an, there is little 
question but that George M. Young, 
A. B. Burt ness and Jam es Sinclair will 
be renom inated in the first, second and 
third 
districts, 
respectively.

Chicago, June 28.—Railroads moved 
today to place all shop work under 
the contract system to meet the strike 
of more than 1,000,000 workers, set for 
July I. 
A strike, railroads believe, will give 
them their opportunity, long sought, 
to place their shop work with con­ 
tractors. 
This Is opposed by the United States 
rat I roil d labor board, but the execu­ 
tives claim that the men by striking 
will violate the board’s ruling first, 
and to meet the situation, they will be 
entitled to extend the contract sys­ 
tem. 
Rail union leaders today waited 
for a reply to the strike ultim atum 
sent by the shop crafts to the associ­ 
ation of railroad executives. 
It was learned on good authority 
that union leaders would meet halt 
way any concessions granted by the 
railroad executives. 
The general Impression, however, 
was that the railroads would refuse 
to comply with any of the demands 
made. 
Although the shop crafts ul­ 
timately declared that 
unless 
their 
triple demands of the unions were met, 
a "withdrawal from service on July I 
would lie unavoidable.” 
Indications were that any "way out” 
to postpone the strike would be wel­ 
come. 


RUSSIA WINS IN 
OPENING CLASH

Investigations made by the United Staten Tariff Comrnissian 
have disclosed the startling fact that wages of German skilled 
laibor /have shrunk to an average of between $2.00 and $2.50 per 
week computed on a good exchange basis. Twelve of the largest 
cities in Germany were selected by the Tariff Commission, and the 
figures were compiled from the official statist ical year book of 19113 
for the German Empire of the wage scales prevailing for eleven 
representative industries. These were tallied with the same indus­ 
tries and cities in December, 1921, as given in the publication of 
the General German Trade Muon Federation of March 4, 1922. 
According to the last report of the United States Department 
of Labor, the average weekly wage of all workers in all Industries 
in this country today is $24. This is 700 to 1,000 per cent 'higher 
than the wages in Germany. In order, therefore, to entirely over­ 
come the difference in wages between this country and Germany, 
tariff rates would have to be 700 to 1,000 per cent. 
In about all th e 'tariff debates in Congress, German goods are 
cited, not because there is any desire upon the part of this coun­ 
try to discriminate against Germany, bult because, owing to the 
efficiency of the German industrial world and the distributive and 
sales agencies of German industries, the competition W hich Ger­ 
many offers is very keen. 
A protective tariff, however, would 
operate quite as effectively as against other nations whose wage 
scale is far below that of the United States. 
^ 
But Germany is not the only country which has a tremendous 
handicap over the United States in wage costs. 
This is demon­ 
strated by the following comparison of daily wages paid in the 
United States with the average daily wage paid in nations com­ 
peting industrially with the United States. 
By striking an aver­ 
age for the daily wage paid in six leading typical industries, the 
results show ‘the average wage paid in thase industries to be as 
follows in the respective countries: 
Germany 71 cents, Italy 79 
cents, Japan $1.49, France $1.46, England $9.08, and the United 
States $7.17. 
Everyone should realize at once from these figures the ne­ 
cessity of protecting the American working man from the com­ 
petition of the poorly paid labor in these other countries. 
There 
is but one practical way to db fills, and that is by the enactment of 
a tariff that will effectively equalize the difference in wages be­ 
tween this country and other countries.

SENATOR P a t H a rriso n of Mississippi has broke loose again. 
His virtuous soul is all worked lip over campaign expenditures in 
states where people vote. 
This time it is the Republican vote in Indiana and Pennsyl­ 
vania that worries Pat. 
Tho Republican vote in Indiana was 
(•96,370, or more than ten times the Cox vote in Mississippi. 
In 
Pennsylvania the Republican vote was 1,218,215, or more than 
17 times the Cox vote iii Mississippi. 
Debs got about 1,000 more 
votes in Pennsylvania than Cox did in Mississippi. The vote for 
Cox hi Mississippi was only 69,277; a woman running on the 
Prohibition ticket* in Pennsylvania got 132,610 votes. 
The theory of uniform campaign expenses, regardless of the 
number to be reached, is absurd. 
Senator Harrison was backed 
by all the powers of the Wilson adm inistration when he defeated 
Senator Vardaman. 
The public paid the expense of the workers 
in Mississippi. 
Mississippi, however, is not a voting states. 
A m ajority of 
the population is disfranchised outright. 
There would probably 
be a colored man iii Senator H arrison’s seat if they were not dis­ 
franchised. 
The process of discouraging voting bas extended 
to the white population. 
Mississippi has ten electoral votes, but 
its popular vote is about half that of Rhode Island, with only five 
electoral votes. 
It seems to us that it requires considerable gall for a Senator 
situated as P at Harrison is to discuss suffrage at all. 
What he 
says about campaign expenditures is ridiculous—simply a smoke 
screen and nothing more.

INSECTS IN STORED FOOD FRODL( T S 


T he agricultural experiment station of the University of 
Minnesota has issued a bulletin entitled “Insects Infecting Stored 
Food Products.” Dr. R. N. Chapman, the author, says the object 
of the bulletin is to provide information for those troubled with 
insects iii stored products, so that they can determine for them­ 
selves'What insects are causing tho trouble, where they come from, 
and what must be done to get rid of them. 
It is roughly estimated that about 5 per cent of the total value 
of stored food products is damaged each year by insects, or a total 
loss of around $200,000,000 annually iii the United States. 
This 
enormous loss represents one cf our greatest economic wastes. 
Dr. Chapman declares, however, that it is entirely possible to re­ 
duce this loss to an almost negligible minimum.
